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“SERVICE THROUGH ORGANIZATION"

It is a delight to appear before your 
association and discuss with you some 
of the problems of kindred interest. 
MacCauley said, “Men are never so likely 
to settle a question rightly as when they 
discuss it freely.” It is true that criticism 
is often provoked by a lack of understand- 
ing of the problem involved; points of dif- 
ference may be, and are quickly adjusted 
and dissention eliminated if the persons 
concerned are fully advised regarding the 
matter under consideration. All too fre- 
quently, an organization fails to keep its 
members informed of its activities. In this 
respect you are to be commended, for since 
the inception of your association, an effort 
has been made by the parent body to dis- 
seminate among its members all informa- 
tion of value relative to the administration 
of its affairs. This policy promotes a more 
friendly attitude and a more harmonious 
feeling among the members and encour- 
ages them to assume a larger share of 
responsibility. It was my privilege to know 
the aims and purposes of your organiza- 
tion almost at its beginning and it has been 
my further privilege to observe the thor- 
oughness and sincerity with which these 
obligations have been discharged. The 
strict adherence to the principles enunci- 
ated in the objects of your association, the 
maintenance of an ideal, and the forth- 
right leadership with which you have been 
blessed are the major contributing factors 
to your rapid progress. These, together 
with the conscientious and efficient man- 
agement of your affairs, have set an 
example worthy of emulation. 


Your motto “EDUCATION, EFFI- 
CIENCY, LOYALTY, and SERVICE” 
is indicative of your work and it must be 
a satisfaction to know that your effort has 
gained general recognition in the dental 
profession. This is a condition of the 
utmost importance in the continued suc- 
cess of your project. I recall a time when 
your organization was looked upon with 





considerable apprehension. Large groups 
of dentists were skeptical about having 
assistants brought into such close and cor- 
dial relationship. The reasons advanced 
were obvious, are well known to you, and 
need not be discussed except to say that 
the principle objection was based on the 
thought that because of the intimate asso- 
ciation, the confidence of the office might 
be violated. Your conduct has proved the 
fallacy of this fear and there has been a 
definite change of attitude among those 
who were wont to doubt your sincerity. 
Through the activities of your associa- 
tion, especially those related to education, 
the members have become better qualified 
to render a more intelligent, efficient, and 
faithful service. Thus a benefit has ac- 
crued to all parties concerned. This is a 
fact worthy of serious consideration by 
every member of the dental profession. It 
is appropriate, I think, upon this occa- 
sion to say a few words about that grand 
person, your founder, Juliette A. South- 
ard. To her should be awarded the highest 
praise. She it was who had the vision, the 
courage of conviction and the intelligence 
to make your organization a reality. She 
it was who fought the early battles and 
blazed the trail for those who were to fol- 
low. She it was who never swerved from 
the path of righteousness but with a quiet, 
firm and determined step marched straight 
forward to the goal of her objective. The 
sacrifices made and the obstacles encoun- 
tered, can be fully appreciated only by 
those who are familiar with the conditions 
and circumstances under which she la- 
bored. Now that you have a strong, pros’ 
perous, and growing concern, let no one 
forget the debt of gratitude owing to 
Juliette A. Southard. To her I pay my 
profound respect. 

It is axiomatic today, that the degree 
of success of a professional organization 
will be in definite ratio to the number of 
its members who are interested and active 
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in its welfare. It is also necessary that the 
efforts of a considerable part of the mem- 
bership be properly co-ordinated. This is 
to be found in the work of Officers, Com- 
mittees, et cetera, who accept definite 
responsibilities. In an organization such 
as yours the larger responsibilities rest 
with the national officers and committees. 
It is to these that the constituent societies 
and membership look for guidance and 
inspiration, therefore it is essential that 
their obligations be discharged with dig- 
nity, dispatch, and intelligence. For the 
past two years I have been better advised 
in regard to the administration of the 
affairs of this, your parent body, and have 
been very much impressed with the ability 
and resourcefulness of those at the helm 
and the consistence with which the work 
has been carried forward. Their record 
stands in mute evidence of the accom- 
plishments attained. The charming young 
ladies, the Misses Lyon and Hodge who 
now serve as your President and General 
Secretary and who have directed the des- 
tinies of your association for the last two 
years, represent the acme of perfection in 
respect to the development and applica- 
tion of that intangible thing known as 
Co-operative Spirit. They merit the con- 
fidence and respect of every member of 
your organization. 


When I received the invitation from 
the chairman of your program committee, 
Miss Clara Phillips, to appear before this 
meeting I was definitely impressed with 
the theme, i.e., Service, chosen to carry 
through this program, for it indicated a 
modern concept in a changing Social 
Structure. The thought immediately oc- 
curred that here is a progressive group 
among whom a reactionary would have 
but a small chance to survive. In the last 
few years the word Service has come to 
be a most intriguing one, but like most 
other good things has been badly abused. 
It has a large diversity of meaning, how- 
ever I assume the definition, i-e., “the per- 
formance of labor for the benefit of 
another” is meant to be applicable in this 
instance. The present concept of service 
and its application has become a predomi- 
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nant factor in all successful enterprises, 
both in the business world and profes- 
sional fields. It is almost academic today 
that good or bad service means either suc- 
cess or failure. Some of you may remem- 
ber when a railway agent considered it a 
distinct favor to sell you a ticket, and one 
need not hark back to the dark ages to 
recall the time when a patient entering a 
doctor’s reception room was allowed to 
wait indefinitely. No one enjoys the men- 
tal torture of waiting in a doctor's office 
unnoticed and unattended for a seem- 
ingly long period. It is a bad practice and 
should be avoided for only harmful results 
will follow. One of the essential duties of 
an assistant is to receive and make the 
patient comfortable at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The people today are ac- 
customed to receive attention and service, 
in accordance with the circumstances in- 
volved and are not likely to be satisfied 
with any thing less. The only means by 
which service in its broadest sense may be 
realized, is through an adequate and effi- 
cient organization. This is true in every 
field of endeavor whether business, politi- 
cal, educational, or professional. In no 
other way can information and knowledge 
be gathered, analyzed, correlated, and dis- 
seminated so effectively. Individual effort, 
no matter how strong it may be, is ineffec- 
tive, impotent and of little moment as 
compared to unity of purpose and co- 
ordinated action by large groups. The old 
adage “Two heads are better than one” 
may be appropriately applied in the dis- 
cussion of this question. 


Service was the primary object and 
formed the fundamental basis upon which 
the very first organizations were founded. 
These began with the guilds of Europe 
some one thousand years ago and included 
persons with similar tastes, purposes and 
vocations. In the tenth century appeared 
religious guilds of clergy and laymen. 
Within the next hundred years, craft 
guilds had begun to develop, and six hun- 
dred years later one finds, in addition to 
countless craft guilds, many merchants 
and social guilds. In certain of the guilds 
qualification for membership was deter- 
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mined solely by the quality and salability 
of the product, while in others such as 
those of apothecaries, barbers, lawyers, 
physicians, and surgeons, all of whom ren- 
dered a service, the capability of the 
candidate was determined by the recom- 
mendations he produced in regard to 
ability, integrity and sincerity of purpose. 
The critical supervision of entry to the 
service guilds soon proved its worth, the 
more important and influential ones were 
granted charters by the government which 
gave to their members certain special 
privileges while engaged in a particular 
vocation. Thus in those early days as now, 
group thinking and deliberation was con- 
sidered paramount in relation to the wel- 
fare of those concerned, so also was 
recognition given to legitimate and effi- 
cient service. The first professional 
organization (medical) in America was 
founded in Connecticut in 1770 and by 
the close of the century, almost every 
state in the union had its medical society. 


The first dental society was founded in 
New York in 1834, soon after which 
societies sprang up in several of the larger 
cities; these were but local in scope and 
soon there arose a desire to form a society 
more national in character. After several 
attempts, the American Society of Dental 
Surgeons was organized in New York in 
1840. The avowed, though unannounced 
purposes of this Society were to prepare 
its members to render a better and more 
comprehensive dental service and to secure 
legal recognition of its members in the 
various states. These societies were pat- 
terned in major respects after the Medical 
Societies which preceeded them. The 
membership was restricted to those who 
could comply with certain requirements 
in respect to technical ability, integrity 
and social standing. They had then as 
now, the same problem of quacks, impost- 
ters and advertising dentists with which 
to contend. The following quotation in 
part from the object of their society as 
adopted in their constitution is prima- 
facia evidence of this fact, quote:—‘In 
fine, to give character and respectability 
to the profession, by establishing a dis- 
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tinction between the truly meritorious and 
skillful, and such as riot in the ill-gotten 
fruit of unblushing impudence and empir- 
cism.” Unquote. The founding of the 
New York society in 1834 marked an im- 
portant epoch in the history of dentistry 
and seems to have been the motivating 
force which caused the rapid crystalliza- 
tion of events that were most significant 
in its progress. 

These events occurred in the following 
chronological order. The first dental 
school was founded in Baltimore in 1840. 
The first National Society was organized 
in New York in 1840 and the first law 
for the public control of dental practice 
was enacted in Alabama in 1841. By these 
four acts the foundation was laid upon 
which the superstructure of American 
dentistry has been built and, by virtue of 
a co-ordination of the principles enun- 
ciated, the dominant essentials, namely, 
Literature, Education, Organization and 
Service, upon which any lasting profes 
sion survives, were initiated. I have men- 
tioned these few epoch-making events in 
the history of dentistry, all of which were 
accomplished through the influence of or- 
ganization, so that you may have a better 
understanding and greater appreciation of 
the importance of unity of purpose and 
action in the development and advance- 
ment of a profession. It is my belief that 
organization is responsible in most part 
for the present status of dentistry and that 
the traditions, tenets and codes of practice 
have been conserved through its influence. 
This situation it would seem, is of vital 
importance to you for it is logical to 
conclude that the success and usefulness 
of your organization will depend in large 
measure upon the strength, influence and 
progress attained by organized dentistry. 
The many activities of the American Den- 
tal Association and its constituent socie- 
ties, cover almost every phase of the art 
and science of dentistry and affect in one 
way or another, practically every one of 
its forty odd thousand members. These 
excursions into the fields of professional 
and lay Education, Research, Journalism, 
Legislature, Economics, et cetera, are of 
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vital concern to the profession and are 
directed with meticulous care under the 
supervision of a well trained personnel. 
The result of the sum total of all activi- 
ties represent the progress of the associa- 
tion and determine the benefits which are 
to be derived. A careful analysis of the 
work, reveals that the primary object is 
to strengthen and improve the art and 
science of dentistry so that a better and 
more comprehensive service may be ren- 
dered humanity. The utopia may never be 
realized, but with the culmination of 
efforts as now planned, a preeminent posi- 
tion in this respect will be reached. 

In closing may I paraphrase the motto 
of another organization and request that 
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you recall it when making your resolu- 
tions for the New Year. It follows:—“I 
resolve to use my best endeavors to ele- 
vate the standards of my profession and 
so conduct myself that others may deem 
it wise, profitable and expedient to emu- 
late my example. To consider my vocation 
worthy, and as affording an opportunity 
to better serve society. To improve my- 
self, increase my efficiency and broaden 
my concept, and by so doing attest my 
faith in the fundamental principles of my 
profession.” Finally, these words of “Gil- 
bert” seem appropriate. 

Quote :—*‘Now, somehow, Sir, it seems 
to me, more friendly-like we all should 


be.” 


"HANDS ACROSS THE BORDER"

When asked to read a paper before the 
A.D.A.A. in Convention at St. Louis, I 
pondered for some time as to a suitable 
subject. It was hard to decide, but I felt 
that coming from that great sister to the 
north of you, I would like to bring you a 
message that would stir your hearts to 
pride in Country and Race and bring 
closer home to everyone on this great con- 
tinent of ours, that it is utterly impossible 
for us as individuals or as a nation to 
“LIVE ALONE AND LIKE IT.” 
“Hands across the border.” HANDS! 
How very necessary hands are in our daily 
life. How much it appears to hurt us to 
use them when we shake hands with a 
new friend or an old one! Have you ever 
thought of the meaning of a handclasp? 
Do you realize how much meaning it puts 
into life, and how dull life would be with- 
out it? If you go back a few days and just 
count up how much has come to you 
through the handclasps of old friends and 
new ones; take these out of your life, 
would not a lot of interest and joy be 
taken from you? I have never really made 
a study from whence comes this idea of a 


handclasp, but one thing I did find out is 
that it was originally not a friendly ges- 
ture. Some countries do not use it at all 
but they rub noses. That too, must have 
unquestionable advantages; but one would 
not have to look far to see some terrible 
disadvantages it would have, as in Hay 
Fever time. But, seriously, I want to speak 
to you not of an ordinary handclasp 
fraught as it is with so much to all of us, 
but of another handclasp that I would like 
to strengthen and make as meaningful as 
it is possible to make a handclasp, across 
the border between your country and 
mine. 


These are terrific days, and we have 
come very close recently to the edge of 
a yawning precipice. How close none of 
us will perhaps ever know save those in 
positions of authority. With us it was 
terribly acute. We had visions of seeing 
our loved ones marching as in 1914-18. 
With you at first, it seemed an affair 
beyond that which was no concern of 
yours, but soon you found that you too 
were concerned in all that happened. If 
in no other way, you lost millions upon 
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the stock market, and whether you willed 
it or not, you were brought face to face 
with the fact that in these days of rapid 
transit, radio and moving news-camera, 
you could not live by yourselves. You 
were part and parcel of the whole world, 
that if one part suffered, you suffered too. 
We, of our far-flung Empire, have never 
been able to contemplate even for a mo- 
ment anything approaching permanent 
isolation, and at times it is hard for us to 
understand your attitude, and I am sure 
it is equally hard for you to understand 
many things we do. I note through my 
contact with you that you make a distinc- 
tion between the British Empire and Can- 
ada. We are one and that is where our 
handclasping comes in. The border line 
really does not mean a lot except for cus- 
tom purposes, and we cross it with a mini- 
mum of inconvenience and millions of 
your people visit our land every year. As 
a matter of fact, you are perhaps one of 
our most profitable industries, and we 
welcome you not only for yourselves, but 
for the prosperity you bring with you. 
And, might I say by the same token, when 
you are unable to come we notice it. Your 
coming brings with you much more than 
money. You bring your ideas, your im- 
patience of inefficiency and your hurrying 
feet. Although, may I say to you that we 
frequently imagine that there is a lot more 
hurry than necessary, and we often doubt 
that with all the hurry you get any far- 
ther than we do. Then you bring with you 
too a different outlook, and also a cosmo- 
politan blending, such as is found perhaps 
nowhere else in the world today. We 
observe you and glean from you many 
things. We are truly coming to know you 
better as the years go by, and as we in- 
crease our ability to know you and inter- 
pret you, we ourselves are better able to 
interpret you to the rest of the Empire 
and we hope that in your contact with us, 
we are able to interpret the Motherland 
to you. Might I say here that never in the 
history of mankind has there been a time 
when so much depended upon the com- 
plete undersatnding by one group of an- 
other. With Europe only an overnight 
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hop away, the Far East a six-day jaunt, 
and a round tour of the Capitals of Europe 
made within fifty minutes by radio, as 
done recently, it is utterly essential that 
we understand one another. 


Then too the handclasp has had a very 
special significance for the future relation- 
ship and well-being of man. I believe that 
only as we come to a complete under- 
standing among all English speaking peo- 
ples of the world, will there be any hope 
for permanent peace in our day, and 
might I go further and say that we are 
the last stronghold of democracy. If free 
Government by free people with freedom 
of speech, freedom of assembly, freedom 
of worship, is to be maintained, there 
must be a very close collaboration between 
your people and ours. Before I close, may 
I say how profoundly we have admired 
your helpfulness at all times. During the 
great catastrophes throughout the world 
—whether it was a famine in China, the 
Typhoon in Japan, an earthquake in Italy, 
or drought in the far West, you have 
responded and responded nobly, and | 
hope that meetings, such as we are having 
here this week, will strengthen all the 
bonds that bind us together, and that 
when you look at us and think that we are 
stodgy and slow and a little behind the 
times, before giving utterance to any 
word or sentiment that wound or hurt, 
or loosen the pressure of that handclasp, 
let us count the proverbial ten, take a deep 
breath, smile, and the crisis will be passed. 
“HANDS ACROSS THE BORDER.” 
If only we could make the words ring 
around the world. Over 100 years of peace 
and each of us prospering within our 
lands. What a lesson we could teach every 
country. 


May we always be friends clasping 
hands across the border, and may I again 
thank you for the privilege of clasping 
the hand of the A. D. A. A. in friendship 
this year in St. Louis and bringing you 
this paper from your Dental Assistant 
Sisters north of the border.

In this mad, turbulent life of today, 
with its constant rush and hurry, have 
you ever paused for a moment to give 
thought to what we Dental Assistants do 
during our day at the office? Perhaps 
when we are tired, it might do us all some 
good to sit down and think about the 
daily events in our various offices. Our 
work is not easy, altho the general im- 
pression is, that all we do is stand around 
and look nice. We keep on the go con- 
stantly, from morning until night. But in 
the final analysis, whether it be humorous 
or serious, it gives one a great feeling of 
satisfaction to know that, we in our own 
way, do accomplish something. Let us take 
that moment of relaxation now, so sink 
back in your easy chairs and let that old 
fighting chin rest on your chests and relax, 
while we, in a somewhat facetious man- 
ner, review yesterday's work at the office. 


It was a glorious day, just the kind that 
fills you full of pep and the feeling of 
being able to over-ride any and all ob- 
stacles. We have straightened out the 
office, and in general made it neat and 
tidy for our first patient, Mrs. Cane, who 
is right on time. The Doctor is in good 
humor, and starts an M-O-D inlay prepa- 
ration. The bands, compound, oil and wax 
are all ready for his use, and after about 
a half hour’s work, Lo and Behold!! the 
impression comes out perfect, and we are 
off to a flying start. Mrs. Cane makes 
another appointment and as we stand 
chatting, Mr. Day, our next appointment, 
comes in. We have planned to do several 
extractions for him today and while we set 
to work getting out the necessary instru- 
ments, the Doctor is checking over the 
X-rays and finds that two molars have 
beautiful exostosed roots—you know, the 
kind with the big bumps on the apices, 
that make extractions a pleasure! A man- 
dibular is administered and after about 
fifteen minutes hard work, sponging and 
wiping, the teeth are out. The Doctor 


glows with pride and we glare with dis- 
gust at the mess we have to clean up. Just 
as we have finished with Mr. Day, given 
him the necessary post-operative instruc- 
tions; our pet patient, seven year old Ju- 
nior and his nurse enter the waiting room, 
and we experience that feeling of tense- 
ness that the arrival of Junior always pro- 
vokes. Finally, after a good deal of persua- 
sion and coaxing with stories, lollypops, 
etc., we get him in the chair, and he sub- 
mits to the Doctor. At the first touch of 
an instrument, he pops out with: “Hell, 
Doc, take it easy, that hurts!” Then we, 
in our most soothing manner, say: “The 
Doctor isn’t hurting you Junior, and if 
you will just sit still, it will be over very 
soon.” Towhich our darling replies: “Aw, 
who's asking you anything, it’s my mouth, 
ain't it, besides I don’t like you anyway.” 
Ten minutes of this and we are doing our 
utmost to control ourselves from taking 
Junior by the slack of his little trousers 
and stufing him down the water bowl, 
head first. The Doctor is also fed up and 
is glad-to conclude the sitting. 


We show Junior out, very, very, care- 
fully controlling our hand. He has such 
a nice neck! Now, Mrs. Marsh, our next 
appointment has arrived and with her a 
new patient. We show Mrs. Marsh in and 
after everything is running smoothly in 
the operating room, we go out to get the 
life history of our new patient. Her name, 
address, medical history and her present 
aches and pains, etc. We ask her to wait 
just a few minutes, which might be any- 
where from five minutes to half an hour; 
dash back to help the Doctor at the chair, 
and the telephone rings. Using our “voice 
with a smile,” we answer it by saying: 
“Dr. Smith's office,” and the person on 
the other end promptly says: “So what!” 
We ask who is calling, the reply is 
“Guess.” While we are vainly trying to 
get some lucid information from our tele- 
phone pest, Mrs. Kay, our new patient

decides to knock on the door and ask if 
she will have to wait much longer, as she 
simply must get home in time to get Son- 
ny’s lunch. We assure her that it will be 
just a few minutes more, and continue to 
be very nice to our “phone pest,” because 
he might be a prospective patient, and 
Lord knows, they are few and far between 
these days. In the meantime, the Doctor 
has dismissed Mrs. Marsh and is talking 
very loudly, while making her next ap- 
pointment, due to the fact that she is quite 
deaf. At last we have the information 
from our “kibitzer” who only wanted to 
go out to lunch with the Doctor. We shout 
goodbye to Mrs. Marsh and usher Mrs. 
Kay into the operating room. Introduce 
her to the Doctor and while he is washing 
up, start a friendly conversation with her 
to put her at her ease. But it so happens 
that she is the type who makes a friendly 
chat an argument, and one of those time 
saving people who start telling the Doctor 
about what her last Dentist did and didn’t 
do. Suddenly the door to the waiting room 
flies open and in comes a patient who has 
owed a bill for a long time, and as it hap- 
pens, just a few days ago, we sent her a 
note asking her to pay up, or else. The 
Doctor is busy with his new patient. An- 
noyed because we are not with him, and 
we are left to take the full broadside. We 
drag out the accounts and records, try to 
straighten out the patient and keep her 
voice down, so she won't scare away the 
new patient in the chair, and in general 
try to be a good “calmer downer” and 
“fixer upper.” During this time the Doc- 
tor has finished with his patient and has 
come in to join the battle. He is hungry 
and so are we, but what difference does 
that make. The patient must be placated. 
Eventually after a stiff battle of words 
and trying to stick to our guns in the most 
pleasant manner, the patient very calmly 
pays the dollar she intended to anyway 
and goes out with a smile. 


Now for a nice quiet lunch hour, rush- 
ing to the bank, getting the Secretary's 
signature on some checks for the Assist- 
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ants’ Society, and buying some books for 
the Doctor’s children. We have a nice 
long ten minutes for ourselves, to grab a 
sandwich and a cup of coffee, to fortify 
ourselves against the forthcoming on- 
slaught. Because by this time the pep is 
gone and we are going down hill fast. 
We arrive at the office five minutes late, 
and two patients have come in early, be- 
cause they have made other early dates 
and want to get out in a hurry. Just as 
our hair is half combed, (and these new 
hair styles are something to comb), and 
minus the make-up, the Doctor breezes in 
and the telephone rings. Minnie, one of 
the Doctor’s relatives, is on the wire, and 
just has to go to New York, and there is 
no way to get there, she couldn't go by 
train or bus, that would be too much 
bother. We switch her to the Doctor, and 
just as we are all ready for the afternoon's 
work, cap and all, the Doctor asks: ““You 
drive don't you, Miss Jones?” (You do 
and he knows it.) “Have you your license 
with you?” “That's fine, would you take 
my car and take Minnie to New York?” 
What a break, a ride in the Doctor’s nice 
new car on such a day as this. I wonder, 
have you ever taken Minnie any place? 
Try it some time. You may rest assured 
you would have been much better off at 
the office. At least there you can always 
get away for a few minutes to think in 
other than the “King’s English.” Arriving 
back from New York just in time to talk 
over the day’s business, arrange some du- 
ties for the morning, and so tired, and a 
bit worn out, we get ready for home, 
happy in the thought that in spite of the 
trials of the day, we have not lost our 
sense of humor. We are still able to be 
understanding and sympathetic, and by 
the expression of our personality, make 
the Dental office a brighter, more cheerful 
and pleasant place, for the Doctor, the 
patients and ourselves.
